1S, SPRATLY ISLANDS. The BBC-WS has reported that China may have landed 
troops on the disputed island of Spratly. China has announced that they 
intend to pursue their claim to the islands, but did not acknowlege that 
they have sent troops there. The Spratlys have been claimed by China, 
Malaysia, Philippines, Taiwan and Vietnam. China and Vietnam have even 
had a naval battle over islands in 1988. The Malaysian government has 
gone as far as building a resort on one of the islands. No comments by 
the other countries have been heard. Stay tuned for more details.
